FAKE CHARITY 


State Official ( ’alls Attention 
To Scandal In Phila­ 
delphia. 


A warning to the citizens of Penn­ 
sylvania to be on the 
alert 
for 
solicitors who pose as collectors for 
charitable agencies or organizations 
which do not hold solicitation of 
funds licenses from the state de­ 
partment of welfare, was issued to­ 
day by John L. Hanna, state secre­ 
tary of welfare. 
•Citizens of tile state are being 
exploited by charity rackets" Hanna 
said, citing a recent example of the 
abuses which may creep 
into 
an 
enterprise whose apparent purpose 
is entirely worthy. 
The 
example 
cited was a committee appointed in 
Philadelphia for 
the 
unemployed, 
by which funds were solicited, only 
a small percentage of which were 
said to reach the actual subjects 
lur whom the funds were solicited 
Reports indicate that actually less 


than twenty-five per cent 
of 
the 
money collected, reached 
the un­ 
employed for whom it was intended. 
Lean Than 25 Percent 
At the same time, Hanna also is­ 
sued a warning to persons promi­ 
nent in public affairs against lend­ 
ing their names and influences to 
enterprises with which they are not 
thoroughly familial: and with which 
they fail to keep in close touch after 
they have 
agreed to act in some 
capacity or other. 
Licenses are granted by the state 
department of welfare to all organi­ 
zations for the solicitation of funds 
for charitable purposes providing 
the organization or agency satisfies 
the provisions of the solicitation of 
funds act. Under the act a solicitor 
is allowed fifteen per cent of the 
funds he collects while the re­ 
mainder must br* turned over to the 
organization for which toe is work­ 
ing 
To date the department of wel­ 
fare has 
granted 
eighty-five 
ll* 
censes to organizations throughout 
I the state to solicit 
funds. 
This 
! number compares exactly with last 
year’s total at this time which was 
also eighty-five, indicating that de­ 
spite unemployment no increase for 
license* of this type has occurred.
